Baron Kihachiro Okura, Japan’ « 
88-year-old business magnate, is' 
back from his recent three 
months’ inspection of his various, 
holdings in Manchuria and Mon- 
golia well pleased with the recep: 
tion accorded him in China and 
with important tra ade agreements 
he effected with’ Chinese Gov ern- 
ment. 

Baron Okura ponetrated into 
Mongolia as far as the Gobi desert, 
escorted by a strong contingent 
of Chinese soldiers sent by 
General Chang Tso-lin. He met 
no interruptions or threats from 
bandits, but he believes this was. 


amply protected by the Chinese 
troops, 

Chief among the’ trade ngree- 
menty he securéd .was one that 
will permit the’ exportation of 
2,500,000 bushels of rice to Japan, 
in single shipments, upon the 
request of the Okura Gumi in 
emergencies. 
The new areement exempts the 
Okura firm from the present law

Rice Paddies under Cultivation. 
During his trip Baron Okura 

conferred with Nawango the | 


‘Mongolian King,” and arrived at 


another’ understanding ‘regarding 
the activities of the baron «in 
He now has 10,000 
acres under cultivation for rice 
paddies there. The full details of 
this latter agreement are not yet 
ready for public announcemnt, 
according to Mr, Yuji Akimoto, 
private secretary of Baroh Okura. 
who accompanied him on the trip. 
It is said however that this under- 


standing: allows Baron Okura the 0 


right to develop great tracts in 
Mongolia for both rice paddies ‘and 
pusture lands. 

"Baron Ckura, has been interest- 


red in the cultivation of rice fields 


in Mongolia for some time with a 
view of finding some solution for 
Japan's food problem’ which has 
been growing increasingly acute. 
His present enterprise | Was 
launched in 1921, samewhat in the 
nature of un experiment, and: he 
believes it} will prove highly 
successful, 

It has produced * ‘nitomae” or 
second rate rice, which -has been 
improving each year. The pros- 
pect’ of further developments 
largely prompted Baron Okura’s 
trip to Mongolia to arrange, ‘for 


.the extension of his fields.

Small Army of Experts. 


He has 4 small army of experts 
employed: there in the experiment 
of raising live stock in Mongolia. 
At present he has 1,000, sheep, 
there und now he has decided not 
only to raise more sheep but to 
add hogs and cattle.
